
Bowling club loses out as 
town is hit by Olympic fever 


A BRIDPORT sports club 
claims it will lose vital 
revenue because of the 
Olympic Games. 

Bridport Bowling Club 
is “desperate for money” 
after visiting teams boy¬ 
cotted the area because of 
hikes in hotel rates in 
Weymouth. 

Bookings from touring 
teams are down by 80 per 
cent on 2011 levels, with 
the club blaming the sail¬ 
ing spectacle at Weymouth 
for the drop off.

Touring bowls teams nor¬ 
mally bring in vital funds 
when they visit the area, 
but the club now faces hav¬ 
ing to raise more than 
£2,000 to pay for the loss in 
revenue, according to club 
social secretary Christine 
Neale. 

The club needs more than 
£10,000 each year to keep 
afloat. 


Mrs Neale was in no 
doubt about the cause of 
the hammer blow. 

She said: “During the 
summer season we have 
lots of touring sides who 
visit us from various parts 
of the country. They nor¬ 
mally stay for a week in 
the area visiting local 
clubs like Lyme Regis, 
Bridport and Weymouth. 


“But this year because of 
the Olympics, many of 
them are not coming. The 
reason is that they couldn’t 
afford to stay in the hotels 
in Weymouth or else the 
hotels wanted them to have 
bigger block bookings, all 
because of the Olympics. 

“The money is vital be¬ 
cause even if we didn’t use 
the club for anything it 
would cost £10,000 a year 
to keep. We are desperate 
for money.” 

Team captain Keith 


Brooks said other clubs 
were also suffering be¬ 
cause of the Olympic ef¬ 
fect. 

He said: “Last year we 
had 10-12 teams visit us. 
This year it’s down to two 
or three. 

“You tend to rely on tour¬ 
ing teams because they 
bring a lot of people. They 
pay rink fees and spend 
money at the bar. You look 
to make £150-£200 per 
team who visit.

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EVER heard of "Frolic"? 

This increasingly popular DJ collective bring a 
sense of unadulterated fun to their monthly 
disco. It has everything to do with the fusion of 
the three DJs and the people who turn up to make 
it happen on the dance floor. 

Claire Shilton, aka "Crumpet Claire" is one of 
those DJ's and she is also a freelance graphic de¬ 
signer. 

Here she tells us how Frolic came to be and how 
music and design have shaped her life. 

Originally form Portsmouth, Claire is 47-years- 
old and now lives in Bridport. 

Frolic takes place on a Thursday every month at 
the Conservative Club, North Street, Bridport. 


■ HOW did you become a DJ? 

When I left art college, in the 80s, I worked in a live 
music venue in Portsmouth. I loved promoting live music 
and I liked the way the venue was run which was very 
all-inclusive. I wanted to have a go at DJ-ing because I 
was an “indie chick” and the music I loved wasn’t being 
played in the venue and they gave me that chance. 

■ WHERE did the name'Crumpet Claire'come from? 

At 40 I was living in Ipswich in Suffolk. Again, I found 
there was nowhere I could go to dance to the music I en¬ 
joyed. By then I was a freelance graphic designer and I 
started doodling about what sort of a club night I’d have 
and I came up with the idea of “Club Crumpet” which is 
slightly saucy but still somehow fun and innocent. I fell 
into a community radio station who gave me my own 
show with the remit “to play tunes not played on main¬ 
stream media”. Here, I was in my element and my pro¬ 
gramme was called “Crumpet Radio”. It was there I 
became known as Crumpet Claire. 

■ HOW did you end up in Bridport? 

A friend of mine invited me down to stay and during the 
four days I was here I felt totally at home, I didn’t know 
there was still somewhere like this in England. I loved 
the undulating countryside and walk to the coast, the in¬ 
dependent shops, the market days and the vintage quarter 
at St Michael’s Trading Estate - everything seemed to 
work in harmony rather than in competition and I made a 
vow to move here. 

■ HOW did Frolic come in to being? 

Although there is a vibrant arts scene in Bridport, yet 
again, I found there wasn’t anywhere for me to go and 
dance. I was introduced to two other DJs Special KK 



(Kathy Kelly), and DR Funk (Mitch Norman). When the 
three of us got together we were trying to think of a name 
which conjured up the same kind of smile on your face 
that cmmpet did. Frolic popped into my head and the oth¬ 
ers agreed. We wanted to put the onus on having fun in a 
place to dance the night away. The people who come get 
this and are active in contributing to the lovely atmos¬ 
phere which, has at times made me ache with laughter. 
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■ HOW do the three of you DJs operate as a collec¬ 
tive? 

We all still love music and have the desire to share it with 
others and we bring different skills; I design the publicity, 
Kathy makes great props and Mitch provides the equip¬ 
ment and vintage lighting. Alongside our unique collec¬ 
tions of music we bring something to the event that 
compliments each other. I would say I am more com- 
edy/art house/political. As someone who is used to work¬ 
ing on her own and making a lot of singular decisions, 
it’s been a real education and it’s nice to be working col- 
laboratively because you share the responsibility. 

■ WHAT do you do when you are not Frolic-ing? 

I’m also a graphic designer. I love visual communication 
and I like to promote things that I am passionate about - 
anything from the environment to mental health aware¬ 
ness, the arts and small businesses and of course live 
music. That’s where I see value in what I do. 

■ WHERE can we see your work? 

I got a most extraordinary brief recently to design a ban¬ 
ner “to make people smile in my doorway”. It was to pro¬ 
mote the fact that there is a new local pet shop, that also 
sells records in the back room. A dream job that was 
completely bonkers but very Bridport. There's often a 
piece of my work on the notice board at Bucky Doo 
Square usually promoting a gig or two and the arts. I de¬ 
signed the children’s activity sheets for a catering com¬ 
pany in all the Tate Galleries. It’s still in print seven years 
later and I had one thrust in my hand (half finished) 
whilst in Good News in Bridport.

Water taxi plan could link 
towns along Jurassic Coast

PLANS for a waterborne 
commuter taxi linking West 
Bay to towns along the 
Jurassic Coast will be aired 
tomorrow (Thursday). 

The summit of seaside 
town representatives and 
water and land based trans¬ 
port companies is being 
held to discuss proposals 
for a water taxi linking the 
resort with the rest of the 
coast. 

The initial pilot scheme 
will run from West Bay to 


Exmouth stopping at des¬ 
ignated towns including 
Lyme Regis and could 
cater for hundreds of com¬ 
muters each day. 

The proposals will be 
discussed at the meeting of 
the East Devon and West 
Dorset Waterborne Trans¬ 
port Working Group. 


Plans for a vessel able to 
carry up to 70 passengers 
were first mooted in a 
Jurassic Coast Partnership 
(JCP) report in 2009. 

Dorset County Council’s 
Jurassic Coast Team is 
leading a bid for funding 
from the Coastal Commu¬ 
nity Fund for the project. 


Volunteer instructors needed 


TRANSITION Town Bridport is run¬ 
ning its first session training unem¬ 
ployed 18 to 26-year-olds in the use of 
hand tools. 

But the group is looking for volun¬ 
teers to become instructors for the ses¬ 
sions to fulfil its legal requirements. 

A Transition Town Bridport 
spokesman said: “We are legally re¬ 
quired to have mentors, that is respon¬ 
sible adults, who can listen to and talk 
to the trainees during the course and 
generally help in the management of 
the class. 

“There will be full support from the 
instructors, each of whom have had 
Vulnerability Awareness Training. 

“Is there is anyone out there who 
would like to volunteer one or two days 
a month to support this much needed 
course.” 

The course is over five days and stu¬ 


dents will be trained in the use of hand 
and power tools in woodwork and 
metal work together with the elements 
of plumbing and electrical work. 

The aim is to increase the trainees self 
esteem and confidence, to increase their 
DIY skills, and to increase their 
chances of employment and to stimu¬ 
late them into applying for higher level 
courses. 

The scheme is supported by Bridport 
Local Area Skills Training (BLAST), 
Bridport Youth Action Trust, West 
Dorset District Council and Kingston 
Mauward College now has the funding, 
the premises (in Bridport), the tools, 
and the instructors.

Sally King, Jurassic 
Coast Team site visitor 
manager, said they were 
positive and hopeful of 
moving the scheme for¬ 
ward. 

She said: “A one-off 
pilot project is being pro¬ 
posed for East Devon and 
West Dorset so this meet¬ 
ing is to get the relevant 
people together to see if 
we can progress that and 
move it forward. 

“It’s early stages so this 
is the initial meeting to try 
and progress the plans. 

“Really if it’s going to 
take off an awful lot of 
people need to work to¬ 
gether all along the coast¬ 
line including existing 
boat operators and bus op¬ 
erators because we are 
looking to link it in with 
that. 

“So this meeting is get¬ 
ting everyone together to 
discuss where we go from 
here and how to get things 


moving.” 

She added: “We are hop¬ 
ing to apply for Coastal 
Community Funding by 
the end of April although 
we are not sure how much 
yet, that is still to be 
looked into.” 

Bridport town clerk Bob 
Gillis said the town coun¬ 
cil had welcomed the ref¬ 
erence to the use of 
waterborne transport as an 
option to improve public 
transport in its response to 
the county council’s Trans¬ 
port Plan consultation last 
year. 

He said: “The coastline 
offers an opportunity to 
link coastal towns 
throughout Dorset and it 
will be very interesting to 
hear more about this issue. 

“The town council looks 
forward to being involved 
in the work of the group.” 

The plans for waterborne 
transport were first mooted 
in 2004; a feasibility study 


was completed in 2009. 

The scheme has the po¬ 
tential to cater for up to 
75,000 passengers making 
122,000 trips, including 
commuters between the 
towns, according to the 
JCP report. 

The report stated that 
boats or seaborne transport 
should be considered sep¬ 
arately from public trans¬ 
port. 

It said: “There is an over¬ 
all benefit to visitors and 
the Jurassic Coast if the 
form of transport that can 
be provided is sustainable 
and is an attraction in its 
own right. 

“As far as the Jurassic 
Coast is concerned, we 
conclude that depending 
on the actual stretch of 
coast, water based services 
timed for commuters 
would have a potential 
market on the scale of hun¬ 
dreds of passengers per 
day.”

“All the local clubs are 
saying they are suffering 
because of this. There 
isn’t a hotel big enough 
in Bridport to cater for 
teams who can bring up 
to 50 people, so they 
have to stay in places 
like Weymouth. This 
year they can’t because 
the prices have gone up 
apparently.” 

Dave Price of the Wey¬ 
mouth Hoteliers, Guest¬ 
houses and Leaseholders 
Association, said that 
some hotels had been 
forced to put up prices 
during the Olympics be¬ 
cause regular customers 
like bowls teams are not 
coming. 

He said: “There is an 
impression among the 
public that Weymouth 


will be booked up or ex¬ 
pensive during the 
Olympics, so many regu¬ 
lar returning customers, 
like touring bowls teams, 
are staying away. 

“This has forced many 
businesses to spend 
money on advertising 
and setting up online 
booking facilities to at¬ 
tract customers. These 


are extra costs that are 
not incurred over a nor¬ 
mal summer. 

“I have had to put up 
my prices between £2.50 
and £5 per person to 
cover these costs.” 

He added: “I am not 
aware of any astronomi¬ 
cal price hikes among 
hotel and guesthouse 
owners.”

Beware the bogus 
energy saving device 


A WARNING about a telephone scam 
has been sounded by the county’s 
trading standards after tip-offs from 
worried residents. 

The scam focuses on consumers 
fears over rising energy charges by 
promising to deliver an energy saving 
device which will save up to 40 per 
cent from bills. 

But Dorset County Council’s trad¬ 
ing standards officers are urging con¬ 
sumers to be on their guard against 
‘cold callers’ selling the bogus de¬ 
vices. They have received complaints 
from people who have bought the de¬ 
vices only to find them electrically 
unsafe and posing a fire risk - as well 
as not saving any energy. 

Consumers are called from people 
claiming to be working with their en¬ 
ergy supplier, offering a plug-in 
money saving device for £99. 

Ivan Hancock, DCC trading stan¬ 
dards service manager, said the callers 
appeared very credible, often citing 
the consumer’s details including their 
energy supplier and some, or all, of 
their debit or credit card details. 

He said: “These unscrupulous busi¬ 
nesses appear to be operating a scam, 
from outside the UK, by targeting 
older people who may be attracted by 
any solution to rising energy costs. 

“Given the experiences nationally 
we believe there will be many more 
consumers in Dorset who have been 
targeted than we know about. 

“One person in West Dorset is in a 
mess and we have someone looking 
after them. We’ve also had calls from 
people who knew about the scam or 


realised it was a scam when they were 
called.” 

He added: “We advise consumers 
against buying goods or services over 
the phone as a result of a cold call and 
to avoid the use of money transfer 
services, unless they are sending 
money to a relative or friend, as these 
payments are not traceable.” 

So far five ‘suppliers’ have been 
named: 1 Stop Marketing Solutions, 
ITC Development Corp, Power 
Saver, Athico Ltd and Sorbet. 

The companies use an accommoda¬ 
tion address in London and appear to 
be based in the USA or India, al¬ 
though the devices have been posted 
from various UK post offices, said Mr 
Hancock. 

A further twist is a caller claiming 


to be from a ‘claims management 
company’ offering to send a compen¬ 
sation cheque for between £2,000 and 
£3,000 to previous victims of the 
scam. 

Victims are told to buy a UKASH 
voucher for between £100 and £300 
then call back with the voucher num¬ 
ber, with the promise a cheque will be 
sent once the number is received. 

Anyone who has responded to these 
calls should contact the Citizens Ad¬ 
vice consumer service on 08454 04 
05 06 or Action Fraud via their web¬ 
site www.actionfraud.org.uk 

They should also contact their bank 
to stop any debit or credit card pay¬ 
ments. If they have received a device 
they should stop using it and dispose 
of it carefully.

No concerns about BLAST 


REGARDING your recent article “Con¬ 
cerns over BLAST operation, ” there are 
no concerns that “could prove fatal” to 
BEAST. 

As a point of information, BEAST 
“members” did not call an “Emergency 
General Meeting”, one BEAST member 
did. The fact that only the Chair may call 
such a meeting was entirely overlooked, 
and so it did not happen. Instead, and as 
indicated below, an extremely positive 
meeting of the BLAST Steering (Advi¬ 
sory) Committee took place. Cllr Kayes 
chose not to attend. 

The only “mismanagement” connected 
with BLAST has been identified by our 
colleagues at Kingston Maurward Col¬ 
lege, and this involves the European- 
funded “Skills for Self-reliance” 
initiative which is in fact line-managed 
for BLAST and its partners by Cllr 
Kayes. This has now been resolved, 
largely thanks to another partner, Yeovil 
College. The claim that we are “an organ¬ 
isation which oversees and has direct in¬ 
fluence over the spending of millions of 
pounds of public money,” is pure fan¬ 
tasy. 

The majority of issues being addressed 
are in fact common to many voluntary or¬ 
ganisations (and some non voluntary 
ones) and are a clear indication, as has 
been recognised by the many people who 
are working in support of BLAST, that 
we have developed very rapidly and, in 
the process, have outgrown the structure 
we initially created. 

Cllr Kayes neglected to mention 
(among many things) that Management 
Committee decisions now under attack 
were agreed to by herself as part of that 
Committee. Concerns which she now 
claims to have raised at management 
meetings were not raised. As Bridport 
Town Council’s representative on 


BLAST we would have hoped for some¬ 
thing better than this. 

We are now given to understand that 
Cllr Kayes has not once reported back to 
the Town Council she purports to repre¬ 
sent in the four years she has been in¬ 
volved with BLAST. 

One of our biggest challenges through 
this time has been to try to convince Cllr 
Kayes that what we are doing is for the 
benefit of BLAST and those it seeks to 
help. It had previously been made clear 
“we cannot have ‘politics’ getting in the 
way and potentially distorting people’s 
perceptions of what we are, what we’re 
doing, and why we’re doing it.” This has 
been consistently ignored. 

The important thing now is to go for¬ 
ward in as positive a manner as possible. 
Our next step will be to review our con¬ 
stitution, and therefore our organisational 
structure. This will be led by Dorset 
Community Action, with partners DCC 
Adult Learning, Kingston Maurward 
College’s Vice-Principal, Windmill Busi¬ 
ness (private providers), Yeovil College’s 
Vice-Principal, and DCC’s Senior Advi¬ 
sor Provision Development and Access 
(for 14-24 yrs), all of whom are long-es¬ 
tablished members of our Steering Group 
and who have all volunteered a day of 
their time to work with us. We will be 
joined by the Bridport Town Clerk, and 
a representative from West Dorset Dis¬ 
trict Council. 

We are very grateful for this level of 
commitment, and feel that this gives 
some indication of their regard for the 
work that has been achieved to date, and 
a determination to ensure that this work 
will continue.

AS WE approach St George's Day, about 50 
years after Churchill made the above remarks, 
it is a good time to think about who we are. 

This poem by Irene Denyer was featured 
some years ago in This England magazine 

A PATRIOT'S PRAYER 

This precious island country, this verdant 
land sublime: 

Its strengths, its laws, its charity, have 
stood the test of time. 

No foreign land could break you or 
bend you to its will, 

Nor puppet, slave, could make you, or 
alien ways instil. 

England! Oh My England! Again you 
stand alone, 

To save your soul, your freedom, your 
honour and your throne. 

Awake! You folk of England! This war will 
shed no blood, 

But envy, greed, vindictiveness will drown 
you in its flood. 

Arise then, dear youth of England-your 
hands yet hold its fate 
And change the way the tide now flows 
before it is too late! 

It is a strange coincidence of history that 
William Shakespeare, one of the greatest Eng¬ 


lishmen that ever lived, was born and also 
died on St George's Day. Each year, when I 
send out my St George's cards they always in¬ 
clude this famous verse from Richard II (Act 2, 
Scene 1). The words are spoken by the dying 
John of Gaunt to his brother Edmund (both 
uncles of the king). 

This royal throne of kings, this sceptred isle, 
This earth of majesty, this seat of Mars, 

This other Eden, demi-paradise, 

This fortress built by nature for herself 
Against infection and the hand of war, 

This happy breed of men, this little world, 
This precious stone set in the silver sea, 
Which serves it in the office of a wall, 

Or as a moat defensive to a house, 
Against the envy of less happier lands, 

This blessed plot, this earth, this realm, this 
England. 

A moment later, in the same speech, Gaunt 
utters these words: 

This land of such dear souls, this dear dear land, 
Dear for her reputation through the world,

DORSET INTERMEDIATE CUP FINAL 

Lyme Regis 2 Milborne Sports 4 

(aet) - att: 350 

IN an evening drenched with drama 
that all those present were unlikely to 
ever forget Lyme Regis failed in their 
bid to retain the Dorset Intermediate 
Cup. 

The Seasiders and opponents Mil- 
borne Sports produced a match that 
even had host club Dorchester Town's 
club officials abandoning their work 
stations to witness the unfolding ac¬ 
tion. 

There was little between the teams in 
the opening 20 minutes. Milborne had 
the ball in the Lyme net in the third 
minute but the 'goal' was ruled out for 
offside. 

At the other end midfielder Steve 
Batey, who was to have plenty of im¬ 
pact in the game, was denied by 
'keeper Nick Gregg after he rose at the 
far post to nod a Mark Bailey free-kick 
goalwards in the 14th minute. 

Lyme took the lead 10 minutes later 
with a goal that would have graced any 
final. Batey pounced onto a loose ball 
30 yards from goal before smashing 
home an exorcet-like shot that zipped 
past the bewildered Gregg. 

The game then took what proved to 
be a fateful twist on the half-hour when 
the Seasiders were reduced to 10-men 
when Jason Hawker was shown a 
straight red card for an elbowing inci¬ 
dent involving his marker Mark Lam¬ 
bert who escaped punishment after 
clattering into the back of the veteran 
striker just moments earlier. 

Hawker protested his innocence but 
referee Stephenson was having none of 
it. 

Lyme regrouped but were relieved to 
reach the interval with their lead intact 
after Bailey headed a goal bound effort 
off the line in the last minute. 

The advantage was almost doubled 
in the 49th minute when Julien Simier, 
now ploughing a lone furrow in a solo 
striking role, shot narrowly over after a 
penalty-box melee. 

With memories of a depleted Lyme 
line-up holding out in similar style in 
the 1 -0 win over Beaminster in last sea¬ 
son's final flooding back Milborne 
snatched the initiative. 

Batey turned from hero to villain 10 
minutes from time with a careless pass 
in his own half and the impressive Karl 
Dean slotted home.

Bailey held his nerve and de¬ 
livered the perfect cross for skipper 
Adam Caddy to glance home a brave 
header to send the large Lyme contin¬ 
gent amongst the 350-strong crowd 
into delirium. 

Fatigue played a major factor in the 
extra half-hour with cramp evident in 
many tired legs. But Ex-Bridport striker 
Chris Skinner, making only his third 
start for Sports, was alert enough to 
surge onto a loose ball in the 116th 
minute after it had been inadvertently 
knocked perfectly into his stride via the 
back of Lyme winger Joel Gostling. 
Skinner drilled a shot past Ashley 
Caddy in the Lyme goal and there was 
no way back for the plucky Seasiders. 

The hobbling Carl McClemence 
rounded off the scoring in the last 
minute from the halfway line after 
gloveman Caddy had been caught up- 
field in a desperate attempt to get on 
the end of a late free-kick.
